And asis the piety, fuch isthe charity of the work, exceeding 
great, tono leffe then the immortall foules of innumerable men, 
who {till fit in darknefle, and in the fhadow of death, continual- 
ly affaulted and devoured. by the Dragon, whofe greatelt de- 
light is to bring others with himfelfe into the fame irrecoverable 
gulfe of perdition.. What thofe blinde and {pirituall diftreffed 
Americans are, we were, and fo had continued, had not Apo- 
itolicall men afforded greater charity untous, Divifis orbe Brix 
rannis, by long journeying; and not without great hazzard of 
their lives, then (as yet ) hath been fhewed by us unto them. 

We are not indeed indued with {uch eminent extraordinary

And as for thofe 
that furvived, they bought their lives at deare rates ; forthey put 
them to beare their carriages from place to place; and if they 
failed by the way; they either miferably difmembred , or killed 
them out-right. They lodged them like bruit beafts under the 
planks of their fhips, till their fleth rotted from their backs 3 
And if any failed in the full performance of his daily taskyhe was 
- fare to be whipped till his body dittilled with goar blood , and 
then poured they in either molten pitch or fealding oyleto {up- 
le him.

PA very ftrange and unlikely way to work Infidels unto the 
faith, neither yet could they (if they would) impart unto others

Virginia is next ad foyning wefterly ta New Netherland, it ex~ 
tendeth it felfe with relation to the Sea-coaft,. from Northte 
South, fromthe degree of 39 to 33. And it isdivided intotwo. | i 
parts,the Northerne and the Southerne ; the Southerne was. firlt 
found ont by Sir Walter Raleigh, inthe yeare 15 86. And by him 
jn honour of our moft gratioui Queen Elizaberhcalled Virginia; 
from whence the other part alfo is denominated, what fucceffe 
his Difcovery had or hath,I fhal impart unto you in its due place, 
fo foone as I have done with the Northerne part, which in the 
yeare 1606, from the degree 37 to 39, beganto be inhabited by. 
our Englifs, and hath ever fince continued, fometime: in better; 
fometime in worfer eftate, but for {ome yeares laft paft,formany. 
temporallrefpects beyond immagination profperous.. 
The Sommer is here as hot asin Spaiz, efpecially in Jue, Iuly 
and Auguff; but it is. for the moft part greatly mitigated by a 
brisk Ealterncly wind, and other winds coming ordinarily from 
the Sea-coatt ; from December to March it freezeth sharply, but oh reaeeaty 
is not ufually of any long continuance, fome yeares more, and 
fome years leffe,(as in other regions) and though here fometime :

It is neatly. built and [ately with 
ftones, and. environed, with a ftrong wall. It is the feat, of an 
Archbifhop,and the place where the governour of the Ifand,and 
alithe Kings officers do refide, and but that it ts not conveniently 
fupplied with water, it might wel paffe for one of the belt cities in 
all America. It flourifhed exceedingly in the preceeding age,but 
ince the finding out of Perw,it hath loft much of its {pendonr, 
as being leffe frequented. by, Merchants.
